The high privilege and resl
bhappiness of visiting this house and
grounds, with sll* their vavied and
tangible memorinls so intimately as-
sociated with the life snd character
of the immortal Washington, the
American people owe to the Mount
Vernon Ladies’ Association of {he
Union. Of the early struggles and
patisnglabore of successive members
of this association much might be said,
Organized in 1868, under the reganu‘y
of Ann Pameln Conningham, it
obtained by pnrchase some 200 of the
thonsands of acres owned by the late
Colonel John Augnstine Washington,
last private owner of Mouunt Vernon,
who found himself unable to maintain
the estate. To his eredit be it said,
Colonel Washington did not sell the
land on which rests the tomb of Gen-
ernl Washington and his family. The
tomb, or the two nores ocontaining it,
were deeded as a gilt to the wssocin-
tion. Later donations from Jay
Gould and others have incremsed the
real cstate of the nssociation to 247}
nores, it

The restoration, equipment and
keeping of the respective rooms of
the mansion have been intrusted to
the noble women of the different
Htates representad in the Board of
Vice-Rogents. These vice.regents
are representative wowen of most of
the leading States, appointed by the
regent, their names being snbmitted
by her to the Bonard of Vice-Rogenis
for confirmation or rejection, after the
manner of Presidential appointments,
There are thirty-three vice-regents
now in office, These Iadies have
wrosted what they affectionntely style
“this, our beloved home," from decay
sud almost from aunibilation. Not
only the mansion and tomb-—with its
family vault and two sarcophagi in-
closing the remains of “‘the Genersl”
and his “econsort” — receive their
nnxions oare, but the work of the as-
sociation extends to all the ontbuild-

“'river toom,” or guest room, ou the
sboond floor, was originally gray, with
white window sash; the mantel was
originally painted white, then painted, |
at eome Inter date, in imithtion of gray
stone,  Thin nhonld be restorad to fta
origing! color, white. The elsirboard
and washboard shonld be gray.

The woodwork in the Maryland room,
the bed chamber of charming *‘Nelly
Cnstis,” aflerward Mrs, Lanrence Lew-
in, was origiually the same gray as the
wallnof thefirat floor hall. The mantal
was originally white, then painted binck
(two trealments) and again painted
white over the black. This shonld be
burned off und repuinted white, the
window sash white, ohair rail, trim and
washibonrd gray.

The trim of the room
was geay and the washboard stained
oand varnished, and, at a later day,
painted black, the chair rail and trim
gray and window sash white.

French gray, almost a robin-egg blue,
This color had originally boen applied
to the side walls and ceilings and
panels of the stair skirting. This
delionte” tint was in entire harmony
with the then prevailing hues as seen
in the garments and appointments of
pereons of solonial distinction. The
present conting of paint is a deep
yellow-brown, grained and hideous
enough to any one possessed of ar-
tistic tastes. It doubtless antedates
the period of gontrol by the associa-
tion, While carefully preserving any
portion of the woodwork and earving
from dilapidation, and repainting
when the same was uneeded, it has
only been recently that from six to
ten layers of paint have been removed
to ascertain what was the early ocol-
onial tint, Mr, Rogers' examination
nlso extended to the doors, trim, deor
heads, ohoir rail, washboard, windows,
stair-skirting battons, cornice, ote,
Thess proved to have originally been
painted ivory white, chiina gloss finish
on the hall side,

The present cornice and cross gir-
der, sapported by two columuos on
either side of the hall through which
the visitor approaches the staircase
leading to the second floor, all ave re.
garded by My, Rogers as of modern
construotion and entirely incongrnouns
with the rest of the work. Rebeocea
Robinson, onve a slave of John Aug-
ustine Washington, told the writer
the history of the origin and construe-
tion of these colnmns in the hall, She
ntates that many years ngo the cross-
beam supporting the entire upper part
of the honse badly sagged. Then an
arch was raised to remedy this defect,

oolebration beonme general.  Though
nof publiely recognized, wherever
there were awcore of more of houses
the people gladly devoted ot least o
few hours of the day to jollity and
good chedt,

The colebration of the day gradn-

ally grew in importance till in the be-
ginning of this century, Every theatre
on that dsy brought ont some new
play and wmade itsell gay with flags
and teansparencies. Taverns spread
their best cheer. There were balls
and bontires, barbeoues and cannonnd-
ing, bell ringing, feasting and toasts.
A glance over the Gazettes nud Adver-
tisurs of that period shows that it was
quite the end of March before thoy
oeased to publish secounts of the fes-
tivities which had taken place in every
oity and town in the lani.

Washington was bhorn before -the
adoption in England of the Grogorian
Onlendar, and was, therefors, born on
February 11, old style. For u long
time some of his most ardent admirers
persisted in colebrating this duy rather
thau the 22d.
